A large selection of key documents and read- 
ing relating to American diplomacy from the 
colonial era to the present time. With few 
exceptions the material has been edited. A 
small part is from unpublished sources. Will 
enable the reader to “compare policies adopted 
at different times regarding the same area 
or subject, trace the evolution of major poli- 
cies, and examine the reasoning used to defend 
or advance American foreign interests.”—

One of the divisions of the Office of strategic 
services was Moraie operations, specializing in 
sabotage of enemy morale by disguised propa- 
ganda, ostensibly originating in the enemy 
country. Much of this was printed material, 
planted or dropped on the enemy, ranging 
from altered soldiers’ postal cards captured 
in Japanese mail to faked surrender orders 
and misleading news items. There was also 
direction of sabotage and spy work, but the 
author spent most of her time at a desk or a 
printing press in India and in China at the 
Chinese end of the Burma road. Her story is 
concerned less with details of the work or 
with its results, which could never be tabu- 
lated, than with the personalities of the people 
of diverse talents and many nationalities who 
made up the staff. Deliberately bright and 
chatty, and sometimes inane. 


Shirer, William Lawrence. End of a Berlin 
diary. Knopf, $3.50. September 22. 


The reporter whose firsthand experience with 





Nazi Germany was carried to December, 1940 
in Berlin diary (BooKk.isr 37:512, Jl 1 41) 
completes the history with the Nuremberg 
trial. He gives some of his notes on the San 
Francisco conference. but most of the book 
deals with his return to Germany in October, 
1945 to see the tragic aftermath of the Nazi 
orgy. The devastation was sickening but even 
worse was the spirit of the peop!o—self- 
righteously anti-Nazi, filled with self-pity, but 
really blaming Hitler only for his defeat. Mr. 
Shirer’s warnings about their ability to re- 
build and re-arm are vigorous, and so are his 
criticisms of the army of occupation. This is 
an important book by a saddened man. In a 
final chapter of impressions of two years of 
peace he deplores recent attempts at thought 
control in the U.S. (including his own dis- 
missal from radio) and examples of intoler- 
ance that remind him of Nazi and Soviet tech- 
niques. Several chapters appeared in Atlantic 
Monthly. 


Ullman, James Ramsey. Kingdom of ad- 
venture: Everest. William Sloane associ- 
ates, $4.75. September 25. 


Excerpts from the writings of men who have 
attempted to scale the still unconquered Mt. 
Everest, with introduction and interpolations 
by the editor which fuse the whole into a 
complete history of man’s assaults on earth’s 
highest peak. Selections included, whether 
philosophical remarks on mountain climbing, 
details of the practical preparations for the 
expeditions. or description of the ascent itself, 
are invariably beautifully written and in- 
tensely dramatic in effect. Photographs and 
maps add to an understanding of the magni- 
tude of the task. Appendixes include bio- 
graphical notes, a glossary of mountaineering 
terms, and a reading list.

Binns, Archie. You rolling river. Scribner, 
$3. September 22. 


Astoria and the mouth of the Columbia river 
in the late 1800’s are the scene for several in- 
terlocking stories. There are the young For- 
tune brothers whose passion for the river and 
sailing makes them defy their stern parents, a 
young wheat farmer who is shanghaied and 
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the girl who tries to save him, her brother 
whose absorption in a law career blinds him 
to the passionate interest of his sister’s friend, 
and the river pilot and his beautiful wife who 
is always jealous of her husband’s love for the 
sea. None of the stories is very fully devel- 
oped but together they convey the character 
and atmosphere of the area still in the frontier 
stage. Some incidents and language more 
suited to masculine than feminine taste. 


Duncan, Thomas W. Gus the great. Lip- 
pincott, $3.50. September 17. 


Augustus H. Burgoyne was a_ flamboyant 
character, and all his schemes were grandiose. 
As a deserted small boy, carrying the stigma 
of illegitimacy, he was picked up and educated 
by a kindly small-town editor and began his 
career as a newspaperman. Then he became 
manager of a small amusement park, married 
the owner’s daughter, and was on the way 
to his goal of circus magnate, unhampered by 
scruples and too obtuse to know what he lost 
on the way. This is not a story of circus life, 
except incidentally, and neither is it a well- 
plotted novel; rather it is the separate stories 
of two men, Augustus and Ivan Pawpacker, 
the shrewd animal merchant, and a few 
women who crossed their paths. Long, over- 
crowded, but written with great gusto, and 
very readable. 


Estes, Eleanor. The echoing green. Mac- 
millan, $3. October 28. 


A step-by-step description of the development 
of a girl’s personality, rather than a nove! of 
plot. Jemmie’s first twenty-odd years of iife 
seemed to fall into three periods—the child- 
hood years while the family watched the 
father drink himself to death; the worst years 
of all when the mother and children eked out 
a miserable existence in the quarters behind 
the store that made their meager living; and 
the five heartbreaking years while poor worn- 
out Momma lay dying. At the last we do not 
know that Jemmie will actually realize her 
long-standing ambition to write plays, but we 
do know that after all the years of loving 
and giving she is at last free to realize her 
= capabilities—from now on the choice is 
ers. 
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Fast, Howard Melvin. Clarkton. Duell, 
Sloan & Pearce, $2.75. September 24. 


Greatly simplified, intense, and not very 
pleasant picture of a strike situation and the 
people involved during four days, from the 
time the plant owner hires the services of a 
professional strikebreaker to the time two 
men die, one a striker, the other a sympa- 
thetic picket. The plant owner is portrayed 
as an outwardly upright, self-controlled, and 
admirable man, who is actually weak, dull, 
and sex obsessed; the strikers and sympa- 
thizers are portrayed as more honest and ad- 
mirable men. Some of the strikers and sym- 
pathizers are communists, and the relation of 
this group to the strike makes an interesting 
aspect. This is sociological fiction, short, read- 
able, and likely to arouse extremes of reaction 
for or against it. 


Lockwood, Sarah M. A fistful of stars. 
Appleton-Century, $3. Tentative date, 
October 17. 


A young bride goes with her ambitious hus- 
band to a booming ore and timber town in 
northern Wisconsin. There the girl spends a 
year trying to adjust herself to the standards 
of a wide-open town built on speculation and 
paper profits. After the town is gutted by 
fire she has to return to her parents where 
she comes to the conclusion that her husband 
is worthy of her unreserved support. 


Turnbull, Agnes (Sligh). The bishop’s 
mantle. Macmillan, $3. October 14. 


Hilary Laurens was started toward a distin- 
guished career when he was called to be rec- 
tor of St. Matthews, a church with a wealthy, 
fashionable congregation. This is the story of 
his first year—great love and happiness in 
marriage to a beautiful social butterfly who 
shared none of his religious work but made 
real sacrifices to fit her life to the decorum of 
a rector’s wife, a part in the troubles and sor- 
rows of many people, the threat of a design- 
ing woman, the exposure of a righteous ves- 
tryman who profited from slums and immoral 
houses, the discouragements and overwork, 
but underlying all the sincere belief in his 
calling. Should be widely popular.

Agencies receiving the most atten- 
tion are those sponsored by France, Nazi 
Germany, Japan, U.S.S.R., Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile, Mexico, and the U.S. Information val- 
uable, but heavy going; therefore most useful 
as reference material.

The author, a writer, financier, and former 
member of the O.W.L, pictures Germany 
under its present four-power occupation as 
confusion worse confounded. Lack of agree- 
ment as to purpose and method on the part 
of the allied governments has brought about 
this state of chaos; and it is vitally important 
that we find a workable solution, since Ger- 
many is at once the hub of European econo- 
my, the chronic troublemaker of Europe, and 
the great experiment in reeducating a people. 
The author diagnoses the case of the German 
people, who have been trending toward nazi- 
ism for centuries, and warns that it could hap- 
pen to any nation which does not adequately 
safeguard its democratic institutions, since it 
was “nationalism running amok.” He sees, 
as the only answer to world peace problems, 
a supra-national rather than an international 
government, in which the central authority 
carries out the will of the people, as is done 
by the central government. A _ 129-page 
appendix gives the text of pertinent docu- 
ments, such as the Atlantic charter, Joint 
chiefs’ compromise, Yalta declaration, Pots- 
dam agreement, Byrnes’ Stuttgart speech.

Grandfather was a_ professional 
Irish patriot, married to a woman of English 
descent who thought Cromwell was the best 
thing that ever happened to Ireland, and the 
family circle was enlarged by strays whom

Grandfather was also a Democrat in a Re- 
publican neighborhood, a follower of Robert 
ngersoll, an individualist who tolerated 
neither fools nor conventional codes, and a 
constant menace to his daughters’ chances of 
marriage. His story, as told by the author of 
My sister Eileen, is one of the most colorful 
in this genre.

A naturalized American who was born and 
educated in Europe returned there in 1946 and 
spent a year visiting England, the Scandina- 
vian countries, Holland, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, and Germany. Mostly in the form of 
conversations, she reports on the people, their 
living and working conditions, and particu- 
larly their opinions and morale, contrasted 
with those of prewar days. Vividly written, 
the people seem real and the picture is both 
credible and ominous. Almost everyone was 
cold and underfed, and black markets flour- 
ished, but worst of all were the bewilderment, 
lack of leadership, and the hopelessness of the 
people, a situation propitious for the revival of 
nazism or the spread of communism. Because 
it shows war’s aftermath in terms of human 
beings, this is effective writing, and the book 
could be read with profit by most Americans.
